It is 
J'ained, on high authority, that Queen 
Aiarie has found it necessary to leave 
the country foi safety and. accompan- 
ied by her daughter. Princess Eliza- 
heth, has taken BP her residence In 
Florence, while her other daughter. 
Prtac 181 .Marie, known to her inti- 
mates as "Princess Mignonne." is 
safely harbored in a school In Eng- 
land. 

The movement to overturn the 
monarchy, alt ho denied in official and 
diplomatic circles, unquestionably 
started soon after the armistice, but 
subsided when the outlook for Ku- 
nianian expansion seemed hopeful. 
The queen was able to hold out 
against the people thru her clever 
statesmanship in handling the Big 
Kne of Use Peace ecuil'erence in favor 
of Ramaalfl at the time of her visit to 
Paris in the early spring. Subsequent 
events, however, .showed Itumaiiia 
would not be able to obtain from the 
peace conference all that had been de- 
manded, while the recent note of the 
allies, which was couched almost in 
the terms of an ultimatum, brought 
matters to a head in Bucharest. 
H*t Holsliciik Movement. 

Th ovemeut is not believed to be 

of a Bolshevik nature, but is beyond 
question anti-monarchical and it was 
decided best that the women of the 
royal house should journey ahr«^id for 
an indefinite period. The queen's 
choice of Italy as a place of refuge 
was duo to her desire to make a last 
desperate attempt to save the dy- 
nasty by enlisting the aid of the Ital- 
ian king in behalf of Kir iania.

Nebraska Knocks Out Hog Cholera. 

The work and vigilance of fifty 
county farm bureaus in Nebraska, 
supplemented by the ro-oprration of 
the r nlted States Department of Ag- 
riculture, and the veterinary practi- 
tioners, have made the State practi- 
cally free from BOfl rholera. From 
an annual loss which formerly 
amounted to millions of dollars, the 
losses from cholera during the cur- 
rent year will aggregate but a few 
hundred thousand dollars Tin- hog- 
raising sections of the State are now 
thoroughly organized and practical- 
ly all of the farmers report the ap- 
pearance of cholera as soon as any 
outbreak is evident. Vaccination now 
follows promptly any outbreak, and 
results !n the disease being localized 
and quickly eradicated. The control 
measures have been exeiuted so 
promptly during this year that the 
total amount of antihog rholera se- 
rum has been materially reduced. As 
a result several serum plants have 
large supplies on hand, the State 
plant having a run id. table amount 
and one private plan) reporting a boat 
la.ono, nno cubic centimeters in its 
Mwioaalan.

Honest feed manufactur- 
ers who correctly label their feeds 
are placed at a disadvantage in com- 
peting with manufacturers and deal- 
ers who put out cheaper products un- 
der the names of higher-priced ones 
The shipment into interstate com- 
merce of ground bran and screenings, 
labeled as shorts, constitutes both 
adulteration and misbranding under 
the terms of Jhe Federal food and 
drugs act. Inspectors have been In- 
structed to watch for interstate ship- 
ments of adulterated and misbranded ! 
stork feeds. Action will be taken, j 
say the officials, in all cases found to j 
be In violation of the law.
